Others Mentioned. 

He also mentioned Senators Nye, 
North Dakota, and Brookhart, Iowa, 
among those who had urged the extra 
session on the president. 

All three senators quickly took no- 
tice of the Fess letter in statements, 
declaring they had no apologies to 
make for joining with 10 other re- 


publicans in lining up with the demo- | 


crats for the export debenture plan.

a matter of speculation tonight. 

Senator Borah said he had 
ported Mr. Hoover “sincerely” in the 
national campaign and added that he 
“did not get the idea that I was to 
he deprived ever afterward of voting 
‘upon public measures in accordance 
with my own views.” 

Hew to Line. 

Senator Nye remarked that “some 
day Ohio republicans will learn that 
North Dakota republicans are striv- 
ing to hew a little closer to the line 
Jaid down by Lincoln than is the case 
in Ohio, and with that realization 
will come new life for a party that 
has been growigg so stale that it for- 
gets that people can make and break 
parties.” 3 

Senator Brookhart said “No 
standpat like Senator Fess can be 
my example of republicanism.” 

Senator Fess, writing to Marshall 
Sheppey, of Toledo, expressed concern 
over the “brenk” in the party lines 
against the Hoover farm stand, 
claring:

tify tonight in the trial of the lat- 
ter on a charge of embezzlement, said 
to have been committed 14 years ago. 

Mrs. Walker was offered as a wit- 
ness by Wallace Miller, leading coun- 
sel for the defense. United States 
Attorrey W. A. Bootle objected im- 
mediately, and made it an issue for 
the court to decide. Mr. Bootle’s ob- 
jection, he said, was based on an old 
law which disqualifies a wife from 
testifying against her husband. 

Mr. Miller, arguing the point, said 
he wanted Mrs. Walker to testify re- 
garding her knowledge of affairs be- 
fore she became the legal wife of 
Walker, nearl, two years after their 
elopement. Judge Alexander Aker- 
man based his ruling, he said, on that 
of “confidential communication,” and 
the “common law m-rriage.” 

Walker made no ‘statement to the 
jury.

‘Scored in Address 
By Gov. Roosevelt 


Tightening of Existing) Aviation Corporation 


Methods of Administer- 
ing Justice Urged as 
Crime Deterrent. 


NATION-WIDE STUDY 
OF PROBLEM ASKED 


Speaker Assails Whole- 
sale Passages of New 
Statutes by Legislatures 
of Country. 


_ Declaring that the profession of law 
and the adminisiration of justice was 
not keeping in step with the rapidly 
changing condition of civilization, 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, of 
New York, addressing the annual 
meeting of the Atlanta Bar Associa- 
tion at the Capital City Country 
Club Thursday night, urged a tight- 
ening of the existing methods of ad- 
ministering justice both in policing 
the nation and dealing’ with appre- 
hended criminals, together with a 
thorough study of the entire question 
of jurisprudence by the individual 
states. 

Governor Roosevelt's speech and the 
annual election of officers were the 
two principal features of the annual 
gathering. Sanders McDaniel was 
named president, D. Thomson vice 
president and William Matthews re- 
elected secretary and treasurer. 

The speaker of the evening was in- 
troduced in a brief talk by Jack J. 
Spalding, retiring president, who de- 
clared that he was “a man who needs 
no introduction in these United 
States.”’ 

Criminal Has Even Chance. 

“Under our present laws,” said the 
goyernor, “a crmminal has an even 
chanee of escaping punishment for his 
crime. Civilization in the United 
States has made tremendous strides in 
the past five years but methods of 
justice have changed 
comparatively little. This condition 
of affairs is causing a growing feel- 
ing in all sections of the country that 


justice is lagging behind and this is 
resulting in disrespect for law; and 
disrespect for law sows the seeds of 
revolution. 

“This situation puts a grave re- 
sponsibility up to the members of the 
bar. We must heed public opinion 
and bring law up to the new level,” 
he declared, 

Speaking of the need for action 
on the part of the states, Governor 
Rookevelt declared that the lawyers 
were chiefly to blame for the fact that 
state legislatures every year add 10,- 
000 new laws to the statute books. 
He cited the instance of the last three 
days of the legislature in New York 
when 750 laws were passed. 
Nation-Minded Selene Urged. 

“This is not scientifie legislation. 
The state legislatures still think in 
terms of what they can get for the 
home folks. They must become state- 


minded just as the congress of the 
United States must become nation- 
minded,” the speaker said.

careful study of law and laws. 
is easy for the states to avoid their 
responsibility in this matter but this 
should come to an end. Let the 
states themselves put their shoulders 
to the wheel and solve this complex 
problem and let it be done by com- 
missions made up of a cross section of 
our population and not one composed 
entirely of lawyers. 

“The states are ealling for it,”’ he 
went on. “Let the bench and bar of 
New York and Georgia lead the way. 
If we start now we will help to check 
the tendency prevailing today to let 
the national government do every- 
thing. Let us reassert not states 
rights, but states privileges and op- 
portunities, in pushing this highly im- 
portant part of our civilization to the 
fore.” 

Referring to the difference of this 
situation in the older European coun- 
tries, the speaker declared that per 
capita criminal offenses in this coun- 
try were from 10 to 20 times those in 
many countries abroad. He _ also 
stated that the average age of peo- 
ple committing felonies and misde- 
meanors had dropped steadily until it 
was now well below 21. He said that 
the Baumes laws in New York, while 
still in the experimental stage, were 
generally regarded as being a strong 
crime deterrent for the habitual and 
professional criminal but was not par- 
tiqularly effective against first of- 
fenders.

Report of Committee Con- 
tains Plan for Perma- 
nent Financing of Geor- 
gia’s Road Department. 


Creation of a state bond commis- 
sion which would have authority to 
disburse a bond issue of not more 
than $100,000,000 for road construc- 
tion in Georgia and adoption of a 
10-year program under which a part 
of this bond issue would be available 
each year for road purposes is rec 
ommended by the special highway com- 
mission recently appointed by Gove 
ernor L. G. Hardman to prepare rec- 
ommendations designed to solve high- 
way problems in this state, it was an- 
nounced Thursday by G. E. Maddox, 
representing the commission. 

As an emergency measure to bring 
a total revenue of approximately 
$3,200,000 in 1929 and 1930 an ad- 
ditional gasoline tax levy of one cent 
a gallon is recommended, This money 
is to take cate of the expected deficit 
of $1,194,180 faced by the state high- 
way department this year and deficits 
that may develop in 1930. The high- 
way board should be given authority 
to borrow $2,000,000 in 1929 and a 
similar sum in 1930 to be used ex- 
clusively for ‘matching federal aid 
money, it was stated, 

The committee recommended adop- 
tion of a “partial borrowing plan” 
under which the state bond commis- 
sion would borrow a certain specified 
portion of the bond issue each year 
for a definite period of years. A 
minimum road construction budget of 
$15,000,000 a year for construction 
and $2,500,000 a year for per nero 
counties monies heretofore advanc 
for state aid road construction is rec- 
ommended. The commission expresses 
the belief that counties should no long- 
er participate in the construction of 
state roads. 

Looking ten years ahead the com- 
mission “visualized” the urgent need 
of 5,000 to’ 6,000 miles of high grade 
roads, it was stated in the report. 
increased traffic of all kinds should be 
anticipated and the road system fv 


constructed to take eare of such traf-

Chicago Coal Dealer Must 
Face Trial on Tariff Act 
Violation Charge.

Key West. Fla.. May 9.—(/)— 
Walter Gramm. Chicago coal dealer, 
who admitted ownership yesterday of 
the trunks in which the government 
charged liquor was found, and for the 
ownership of which Representative M. 
Alfred Michaelson, of Illinois, was 
tried and acquitted, was arrested to- 
day, the federal warrant charged vio- 
lation of the tariff act of 1922. 

Gramm made bond of $2,000, but 
refused to comment other than to re- 
mark, “I’m sorry. 

Representative Michaelson, who 
was cleared of charges of illegally im- 
porting and transporting intoxicating 
liquors, also declined to make a state- 
ment. 

Gramm. termed “the Fall guy” by 
assistant United States Attorney-Gen- 
eral J, N. Morrison in summing up 
the government's case against Mich- 
aelson, testified in the trial that the 
six trunks seized at Jacksonville be- 
longed to him and Lester Rein, also 
of Chicago. They were members of 
the Michaelson party that made a 
tour to Panama and Cuba and re- 
turned to the United States through 
Key West on January 2, 1928. 

The coal dealer said Michaelson 
brought three of the six trunks taken 
at Jacksonville January 3, 1928, 
through the customs under his con- 
gressional privilege of freedom of the 
port, but that the congressman did not 
know what the trunks contained. The 
government immediately demanded if 
(Giramm knew the trunks contained 
any liquor, but he stood on his con- 
stitutional rights and refused to an- 
swer. 

Michaelson related to the jury that 
he brought in three trunks for mem- 
bers of his party at their request, not 
knowing what the baggage contained. 
He said he would have brought all of 
the nine trunks in the party through 
the port if he had been asked, but 
that he was only requested to declare 
three. He said he took his own three 
trunks directly to Washington. 


REPARATIONS QUESTION 
STIRS BRITISH PRESS 


~The British 
government today gave in the house 
ef commons its considered view of; 
the question that has arisen over re- 
duction of the British share in Ger- 
man reparations payments at the 
Paris experts’ conference. The ques- 
tion has stirred the entire British 
press to opposition. 

The cabinet considered the matter 
in council during the morning, and in 
the afternoon Winston Churchill, 
chancellor of the exchequer, made a 
carefully guarded statement to the 
house embodying the results of the 
ninisterial deliberations. 

Delegates Without Power. 

There was a certain’ intentional 
vagueness of pkrase about Mr. 
Churchill's statement, but its essence 
was that British delegates to the 
Paris conference had no power to 
commit the British government to any 
agreement and that such proposals as 
“had been foreshadowed in the news- 
papers yesterday” would be inaccept- 
able. 

Mr. Churchill studiously avoided 
mentioning Owen DL. Young, who is 
the jauthor of the proposal in ques- 
tion, and just as carefully avoided 
saving whether the government un- 
der any conditions would oppose any 
modifications of the Spa agreement 
for allocating reparations payments 
among the allies. 

Reports on the matter from Paris 
have aroused the British press to 
such unanimous o»position as would 
have been impossible for any govern- 
ment on the eve of a general election 
to resist. 

No Urgency in Matter. 

The tone of Mr. Churchill's pro- 
nouncement clearly was intended to 
allay public excitement as far as pos- 
sible. He maintained that since the 
government was entirely free to. re- 
view the whole position of affairs at 
the reparations conference, there was 
no urgency about the matter. 

It would be both premature and in- 
expedient to pronounce on particular 
aspects of the experts’ work, he m.le 
plain.

This gift has been tendered to the 
State with no stipulation other than 
it be used as a permanent home for 
the department. It was given by the 
Rhodes estate through Cam D. Dorsey, 
attorney, representing Joseph Rhodes 
and Mrs. L. O. Bricker, son and 
daughter, respectively, of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. A. G. Rhodes. 

Georgia has a collection of colonial 
records which is unsurpassed by that 
of any other state in the union and 
also has a great collection of state 
records that have accumulated from 
1784 to the present time. according 
to Miss Blair. 

Signature of Gwinnett. 

In the Georgia collection is one 
genuine signature of Button Gwin- 
nett, one of the three Georgia men 
who signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. The value of this signature 
ean be realized when it is recalled 
that one of these signatures recently 
was sold to a Philadelphia collector 
for $51.000.

An ancient Swedish community 
operating along communistie lines for 
a thousand years, seldom heard from, 
jumped into the European limelight 
recently through reports of distress, 
due to a failure of the fishing harvest. 
The community exists on the little 
island of Runoe, in the Bay of Riga. 
Fishing and seal hunting are the real 


sources of income. Absolute equality 
rules the community and no servants 
exist. Private property does not ex- 
ist except for clothing, arms and simi- 
lar personal belongings, and nobody 
can sell his farm, since he is only 
allowed to live on it, to cultivate 
his land and to use his horses. The 
forest and pastures are common pro} 
erty. When a farmer wants to build 
a house or to do something which 
requires additional workers he calls 
upon his neighbors, who work for no 
pay, but get their meals free. Sums 
of money, received for sales of seal 
flesh and for assistance rendered to 
stranded vessels, are distributed equal- 
ly among the islanders, even to the 
children, women and invalids. If a 
Runoe fisherman can sell his seals at 
a higher price than his compatriots 
his extra profit is pooled in the same 
way. The communistic rule is fre- 
corded in a series of written laws and 
by oral tradition. A remarkable fact 
about this commuhist island is that 
the people are most conservative and 
reject all novelties with the simple re- 
mark: “Since the present state of af- 
fairs has been all right for our ances- 
tors it will be all right for us.”

These four talks about high blood 
pressure was inspired by a scientific 
eontribution recently published by Dr. 
Israel Rappaport in one of the medi- 
eal journals. I shall now quote from 
sa Rappaport’s highly instructive ar- 
ticle: 

“In' relating my own clinical 
experiences 1 can be brief. For 
nearly two years I have been ob- 
serving a number of hypertensive 
patients and have been’ struck 
with the fact that they were all 
poor breathers. They showed 
what I came to call ‘the low 
breathing habit.’ The features of 
this phenomenon are a marked- 
ly reduced respiratory rate, pul- 
monary expansion far below. the 
average, and diaphragmatic ex- 
cursions of a very restricted type, 
without any evidence of pulmon- 
ary disease to account for it. 
These patients gave the impres- 
sion of having established them- 
selves at a pulmonary capacity— 
probably the mean. of their al- 
ready reduced respiratory need— 
so that their respiratory func- 
tions could take place within a 
narrow range of respiratory ex- 
cursions, and even at this point 
they need only a reduced number 
of respiratory cycles. I found, 
however, that it was possible to 
correct this: anomaly by a con- 
ecentrated effort at deep breath- 
ing exercise carried out repeat- 
edly, daily, over a period of sev- 
eral months. Considerable in- 
crease of spontaneous pulmonary 
expansion could be obtained in 
some cases after several weeks of 
conscientious breathing exercises. 
Reductions of blood pressure lev- 
els—an average of 30 per cent 
of the pathologic surplus—were 
thus obtained and maintained, in 
some cases for nearly two years. 
In some cases it was necessary to 
interrupt the patient’s life work 
temporarily for the purpose of 
carrying out a successful regi- 
ee 
Many times I ‘have ridiculed the 

idea of “deep breathing exercise” on 
physiological grounds, and-I still do 
consider such exercise ridiculous if 
one imagines one can get any more 
oxygen into the blood by such means, 

But I think this suggestion of Dr. 
Rappaport is quite as sound as is the 
idea of exercise for the prevention and 
relief of distension of the veins of the 
egs when the veins are enlarged or 
varicos. It is virtually a_ bleeding, 
this maneuver recommended by 
Rappaport—a bleeding of a pint or 
80 of blood into the patient's lesser 
circulation.

$100,000,000 ROAD 
ISSUE RECOMMENDED 


Continued from First Page. 


this law the state highway board 
would be composed of three members 
as at present, members to serve terms 
of six years. The chairman of the 
board is to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor and is to be vested with full 
executive and administrative powers 
while the board is not in session. It 
is recommended that the secretary 
and treasurer of the board be differ- 
ent persons, one official now holding 
these posts under the present law. 

Additional revenue should be de- 
rived through an increase in the price 
of license tags for motor trucks and 
busses, it was stated by the commis- 
sion. A recommendation also was 
made that rights of way be increased 
in Width so as to provide for wider 
roads to be built in the future. 

The report of, the commission, 
which is headed by Sam Tate as chair- 
man, was adopted by unanimous vote 
of the members with the exception of 
Felix Williams, who was unable to 
attend the sessions. 

The report for the entire committee 
was drafted by a sub-committee which 
met in Atlanta Thursday. 

Complete Report. 

The complete report is as follows: 

“Honorable L. G. Hardman, Gov- 
ernor: Your commission appointed te 
study and make recommendations 
with reference to the highway. depart- 
ment have had meetings at which every 
member has been present except Hon- 
orable Felix C. Williams. who was 
providentially detained and. has not, 
therefore, participated in our delibera- 
tions, 


“At our first meeting each member 
agreed to waive any preconceived 
ideas of his own aa to study the 
problem with a view to reaching a 
practical solution which we eould 
recommend. We have considered the 
matter from the angles of emergency, 
financing, permanent financing and 
the organization and administration 
of the department, and, unanimously 
make the following recommendations: 

Emergency Financing. 

“In regard to the present emergency 
in highway construction your commit- 
tee hegs to report that we have given 


‘this subject considerable thought and 
‘have 


endeavored to ascertain the 
financial emergency existing in the 
highway department and have. re- 
ceived a report from the highway 
board which states that the work 
work completed, 
assignments for work completed, 
maintenance aml upkeep of depart- 
ment exceeds by $1,184.160 the an- 
ticipated income for 1929. 

“Your committee recommends -that 
an additional tax of one cent per gal- 
lon on gasoline be levied for 10929 


} and 1930, to meet this emergency and 


provide the highway department with 
additional funds for highway construc- 
tion during 1930, and until some per- 
manent plan of financing the highway 
construction of Georgia be agreed 
upon. It is estimated that this addi- 
tional tax of one cent per gallon will 
yield from September, 1929, to Janu- 
ary 1, 1930, approximately $800,000, 
and for the year 1930, $2,400,000. 


“It is estimated by the highway de- 
partment that the total revenue under 
the present law from motor vehicles 
for 1930 is expected to reach $5,- 
000,000, and the two and one-half cent 
tax on gasoline will reach $6,000,000, 
making total of $11,000,000 from state 
revenues, and of this approximately 
$3,000,000 must be set aside for main- 
tenance, upkeep of the department and 
emergencies, leaving $8,000,000 for 
construction from state revenue. In 
round figures the revenue received 
from the federal government yearly 
amounts to $2,000,000, making the 
total available for 1930 for road con- 
struction $10,000,000. The additional 
tax of one cent is estimated to add to 
this approximately $2,400,000, which 
will make $12,400,000 available for 
road construction for 1930, less any 
deficit which may be careied over 
from. 1929. 

“Your committee further recom- 
mends that the legislature should pro- 
vide the means of deriving considera- 
ble additional revenue from the trucks 
and busses operating on the highways 
of the state and which will probably 
operate in increasing numbers in the 
next few years. 

“Your committee further recom- 
mends that the highway department 
be given a temporary borrowing power 
of $2,000,000 for each of the years 
1929 and 1930, the proceeds of said 
loans to be used exclusively to meet 
federal aid. 


Plan of Financing. 


“The subcommittee appointed to 
consider this very important part of 
the commission's study has submitted 
a detailed report which was unani- 
mously approved and which is attach- 
ed hereto marked appendix A. 

“It carries the faets and analysis 
upon which the following condensed 
summary and recommendations are 
based and has equal importance with 
this shorter statement. 

“Your commission, after full discus- 
sion, and upon the basis of existing 
facts as far as they could be secured 
and analyzed and in the exercise of 
their best judgment in the premises, 
are convinced as follows: 

“Ist. That the largest measure of 
justice toward all the road users upon 
whom the entire financing of: state 
road building falls can be secured by 
a rapid rate of construction of high 
grade paved roads. Tifis for the sim- 
ple reason that each mile of paved 
roatl saves in operating cost more than 
the road tax per mile imposed on the 
said user, and that with rapid attain- 
ment of a large mileage the benefits 
become more rapidly equalized and 
accrue to all road users in excess of 
the road tax imposed. 

“2nd. That the enly sound equity 
toward all the counties of the state 
requires that the state roads in all 
counties must be built and paid for 
by the state. 

“3rd: That while the liberal in- 
vestment of county funds in state 
highways aggregating nearly $25,000,- 
000.00 is to be regarded with gratitude 
by the whole state and is responsible 
for more than one-third of the state 
road construction progress made since 
1919, a status has been reached today 
marked by exhaustion or serious de- 
pletion of county borrowing power in 
a large number of our counties which 
seriously limits their ability fo re- 
spond to basic counfy needs, and 
thereby affects county progress and 
prosperity. 

“4th: That the conditions through- 
out the state, the sernous deficit in 
the general treasury, the prospective 
tax measures which iie before the 
state in the next few years the burden 
of which must largely fall upon the 
road users who are in fact the main 
tax payers of the state, ail united to 
urge the return of county funds at a 
reasonable annual rate and the fi- 
nancing of a larger road construction 
program in good part py borrow:d 
money in order to re-esiablish business 
activity. and forestali a period of 
stagnation, the harmful signs of whose 


}approach cannot be wisely ignored. — , 


Sth: That there is no doubt that 
lesser rate of road “progress can be 
made by increases of direct income, 
and must be so made until constitu- 
tional changes approved at a general 
election can, be had; but your com- 
mission deems it the part of 
statesmanship of maximum progress 
and least ‘burden to the road users to 
base a permanent state road financing 
upon the combined use of direct in- 
come and intelligent aid from partial 
borrewing against said income as is 
universally done by all large enter- 
prises under private auspices. 

“6th: Your ion is looking 
ten years ahead and visualizes 
need of:

Organization and Administration. 

“In reference to the organization 
of the highway board and the ad- 
ministration of its affairs, we recom- 
mend that the present highway law 
be so amended, or that a new high- 
way bill be adopted to supercede the 
present law, so as to embody the fol- 
lowing features, to wit: 

“That the state highway boawl be 
composed of three members a& at pres- 
ent, to be appointed by the governor 
for terms of six years respectively. 

“That the chairman of. the board 
be designated an¢ appointed by the 
governor, and vested with full execu- 
tive and administrative powers when 
the board is not in session, except 
as to matters for determination by 
the full board as hereinafter refer- 
red to; the chairman to receive a rea- 


way board. 

“Members of the board, other than 
the chairman, to be paid a reasonable 
per diem when actually engaged in 
work of the highway board, with rea- 
sonable subsistence und traveling ex- 
penses while traveling within the 
state; and if traveling without the 
state upon business for the board, pro- 
vision for such subgistence and trav- 
eling expenses to be specially au- 
thorized . the board in advance. 

“That it shall be the duty of the 
board to determine all questions of 
policy, and the work to be done, in- 
cluding the character of the work, 
type of paving, letting of contracts, 
and fixing salaries to he paid em-| 
ployes and other officers. | 

“The state highway engineer to be 
selected by the board, on nomination 
of the chairman, at a salary fixed by 
the board, to hold office at the will 
and pleasure of the board, and sub- 
ject to discharge by the board at any 
time, with or without cause. 

“It shall be the duty of the state 
highway engineer to sit with the board 
at meetings when requested; and un- 
der its direction to execute the gen- 
eral orders and policies of the board 
with reference to road work, have 
supervision of all road work, be the 
executive head of and ‘with power to 
select the engineering staff and of- 
fice employes, except where such se- 
lection is conferred upon the board, 
and under rules and regulations adopt- 
ed by the board, assume full respon- 
sibility for the efficient organization 
and maintenance of the staff of engi- 
neers and employes, haye the direc- 
tion thereof in the performance of 
their duties; and generally to enforce 
and carry out the orders and and di- 
rections of the board, or the chair- 
man when the board is not in session, 
as well as all detailed duties which 
may be imposed upon him by law. 

“That the secretary and treasurer 
of the board be different persons, and 
that such officers be named and their 
salaries fixed by the board, and that 
they be subject to discharge at any 
time by the board, with or without 
calse. ' 

“Except as to such duties as may 
be specifically prescribed by law, the 
duties and powers of the state engi- 
neer, the secretary, the treasurer, and 
all other officers, shall. be fixed by 
the board. 

Equitable Distribution. 


“That the fund set aside each year 
for maintenance of the state highway 
system be equitably distributed among 
the various counties of the state. 

“If and when provision is made 
for financing the construction of the 
state highway system, by issue of 
bonds or otherwise, that participation 
by counties in the construction of 
such roads shall cease. 

“We also recommend that wi- 
sion be made for the filing annually 
by the state highway board, with the 
secretary of state, or some other desig- 
nated state officer, of a duly authen- 
ticated map showing the definite lo- 
cation of all roads constituting the 
state highway system, such map when 
so filed to become a public document 
of the state, and that duly certified 
copies thereof be admitted in evi- 
dence in any court proceeding where 
pertinent and material. 

“Also looking for the future de- 

lopment of the state and the in- 

in traffie necessarily resalting 

in the Ruisire, that most careful con- 
sideration be given to the question of 
securing wider rights of way than 
secured, both on

“The fo ing suggestions are in- 
tended merely as an outline of the 
general plan which we recommend, 
and no attempt is made te go into 
details. 

“We also recommend that an addi- 
tional mileage of not exceeding 1,000 
miles be added to the present state 
highway system so as to enable the 
highway commission to care for the 
mileage eliminated by the recent de- 
cision of the supreme court, but not 
to be taken over for maintenance un- 
til Jannary 1, 1% 

“In the recommendations we have 
made as to the organization and ad- 
ministration of the state highway 
beard, it is our idea that the best re- 
sults can be obtained by having the 
board determine the general policies, 
the loeation and character of work to 
be done and to fix in advance all sal- 
aries; that the chairman be the gen- 
eral executive head of the department, 
and that the state highway engineer 
be empowered and charged with the 
responsibility of erganizing the neces- 
sary staff of engineers and office em- 
ployes. 3 . 

“Under such a system it is the ut- 
most importance that there should be 
co-operation, especially between the 
chairman and the state highway engi- 
neer, and for that reason our sugges- 
tion is that the state highway engi- 
neer should be selected _by the board 
on nomination of the chairman. 

“It is also our idea that best results 
canbe obtained by eliminating all 
participation by counties in paying for 
construction of any portion of 
the state highway system as soon as 
provisions are made by which the 
state can finanee the work without 
such participation by the counties, 

“Many of the reads now constitut- 
ing the state highway system are of 
insufficient width, and buildings and 
otner improvements are being erected 
on or very close to the present right 
of way. As the state develops and 
traffic on the roads increase, wider 
roads will be demanded and we think 
some provision should now be made 
for acquiring additional rights of 
way where necessary, and. that in 
future ample rights of way should 
be secured. Our suggestion is that a 
minimum right of way 70 feet in width 
should be acquired, inereasing in width 
as present or anticipated necessities 
may seem advisable.

authorities in the chamber. 

While contending that the killing 
was murder, he said a jury in trying 
the case would be authorized to tint 
the enforcement officers guilty of 
manslaughter. 

“IT also contend that the rule of 
law invoked, that an arresting off.- 
cer has the right to kill a felon if 
necessary in order to capture hiv, 
does not apply to the facts of this 
case,” Brand declared. 

He declared that no. policeman or 
dry agent has any right to kill a 
person for violating the prohibition 
law except in self defense. This judz- 
ment is based, Brand said, on the fact 
the prohibition law is not in the class 
of offenses which are defined as moe- 
ally wrong or offensive against con- 
science, which involves moral turpi- 
tude. 

Killing Unjustifiable. 

“Killing on the part of an arrest- 
ing officer of one charged with % 
felony, except in case of self-defense, 
is never justifiable homicide under 
the law.” Brand told the house, “un- 
less the offense is a capital felony 
or one approaching a capital felony, 
such as an offense that is atrocious, 
exceedingly wicked, vile, heinous, hoi- 
rible. A prohibition violation is not 
in these classes,” 

He said that the law making the 
killing justifiable under certain Cir- 
cumstances is based on the fact that 
all felonies at common law were cap- 
ital felonies. The rule would not sp 
ply, however, to felonies made so by 
statute, he said. 

“To hold atherwise would imperil 
not only the right of personal liber- 
ty.” the Georgian declared, “but also 
the sacredness of human life and tae 
lives of innocent citizens of all ag:«s, 
races and sexes as they come and go 
in pursnit of the avocation of their 
lives. Those who condone such kiil- 
ing have gotten fat away from the 
original law of the land.” 

Law® Are Quoted. 


Brand quoted page after page of 
law to bear out his contentions. Aa 
he was concluding his address he was 
repeatedly interrupted by dry meim- 
bers. but declinéd to yield. 

He said that the peliceman in the 
Washington case did not know that 
there was liquor in the automobi.e 
which was being pursued, and that 
the “murdered” driver, Fleming, was 
making no resistance to the ofticer a 
the meaning of the Igw.

It is a step that has been taken only 
after careful study and deliberation 
and is one that officials of the elub 
believe justified by the facts. 

“Other cities do not broadcast‘ their 
baseball games and it has heen allow- 
ed in Atlanta until it could be deter- 
mined what the effect was. The move 
is made so that the Atlanta club will 
be under the same regulations as that 
in force at the seven other cities in 
the association. We.hope to continue 
to give the public good baseball enter- 
tainment and will make every effort to 
produce a pennant winning team.

in two putts and do 67, the 
lowest score ever played in the 
British open championship, 
which was first held in 1860. 

J. H. Taylor and Bobby Jones have 
played 68s in the championship, but 


my 67 is the best, and it gave mea 
real kick. Not only that, but it put 
me right back in the running for the 
title, for with all the very low scores 
made yesterday I realized when IL 
started today that nothing would do 
but something very good, 

I was the first starter this morn- 
ing, and was away promptly at ¥ 
o'clock with Henry Cotton, the young

At the last hole an immense throng 
formed a complete circle around me 
as I stepped up to play my second 
shot, a full mashie from the rough 
at the right to the green. 

The ball on the first bounce leaped 
forward and just gently touched the 
flag. One person was so unkind as 
to suggest that if my ball had not 
touched the flag on that bounce it 
might have been farther past the 
hole than it was, But folks close to 
the green tell me that the ball just 
tickled the flag and that its flight was 
actually not affected. 


AT THE HOLE. 


At any rate, my last long shot 
of the lowest round ever played in 
this championship was at the hole 
and touched the flag, and this gave 
me a thrill. The ball might, as a 
matter of fact, have wrapped itself in 
the flag and dropped down dead be- 
side the hole. “Even if it had gone a 
few feet beyond where it did on the 
green I think I could have gotten 
down in two putts. For coming up 
the fairway it seemed that everyone 
in Scotland knew I had a four for 
the lowest round ever played in the 
British open, and I certainly would 
have tried not to disappoint these 
people who seemd so eager -for me 
to do it. 

(ne of the remarkable things thday 
was the manner in which thé news 
spread about the little town of Gul- 
lane that I had gone out in 33. I 
had been told that when a man who 
was two miles away from the course 
while I was playing the 11th hole 
net a newspaperman coming from the 
links, he said, “Have you heard that 
Hagen has gone out in 33?" 


MONEY’S WORTH. 


I must say they loved it around 
here as much as I did. Those who 
paid to watch the golf today, and 
there must have been 5,000 Scots who 
parted with their cash, had their 
money's worth when they saw some 
of the boys burning up. the course 
with unbelievable scores.

New York, May 9.—(AP)—American golfers will slug a 
lighter and larger ball through the fairways of the country 
after the first day of January, 1931. 

After five years of exhaustive tests and experiments, the 
United States Golf Association announced today that the stand- 
ard golf ball of the future will be not less than 1.68 inches in 
diameter and 1.55 ounces in weight. The standard ball in use 
today weighs 1.62 ounces and is 1.62 inches in diameter. 

The action of the U. S. G. A. followed close on the re- 
fusal of the royal and ancient golf club of St. Andrews, ruling 


power in British golf, to tamper with the present ball. The 
United States governing body had hoped that the change might 
be made simultaneously in two of the principal golfing nations. 
No decision on a ball to be used in international play will be 
made until necessary.

This school is owned and maintained by the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, holding the thirty-third session here this week, 
the last of the three-day session culminating in the all-day visit to Tal- 
lulah, the only school in the ‘United States owned and supported by a 
federation. 

The pupils being underprivileged mountain children, 365 in number, 
shut off in the fastness of the Appalachian highlands from the opportuni- 
ties education affords, are g@’en a chance in life at a school, which be- 
side it academic course, supplies instruction in manual arts, horticulture, 
handcraft, home care, and the duty of an American citizen towards God, 
home and native life.

Enrollment Increase. 

The greater Tallulah program un- 
dertaken in Ocober. 1922, hac made 
great progress and the schoo. e‘ie- 
brates its twentieth anniversary in 
July. Only 102 students, 30 boarders, 
and five teachers were there in 1922, 
while the 1929 record includes 365 
students, 115 boarders and 12 teach- 
ers. The school opened July 9, 1909, 
with one small building and 26 pupils. 
As a result of the junior program 
offered at the King’s Daughters and 
Sons convention in Augusta last Wed- 
nesday the Georgia branch voted $150 
scholarship to Tallulah school for the 
coming year, same to apply toward 
perpetual scholarship, and the tele- 
gram sent to Mrs. Jéhn K. Ottley was 
signed by Mrs. Lewis H. Wright, 
junior chairman of King’s Daughters 
and Sons. A $2,000 perpetual scholar- 
ship was reported from the estate of 
the late Mrs. Josephine Clondman, of 
Atlanta, 

Among the highlights of the after- 
noon session was the passing of a 
resolution indorsing the establishment 
of a memorial scholarship fund in 
memory of Mrs. H. B. Wey, for 20 
years head of the great student aid 
foundation for girls, to be known as 
the Frances Liggett Wey memorial 
fund, and the appointment of a com- 
mittee to decide uron this memorial 
and solicit funds for same through 
clubs of Georgia Federation and from 
friends of education. 

The council also ratified other reso- 
lutions as presented by Mra. A. P. 
Brantley as chairman, important 
among which was that stressing the 
need for a plant devoted to training 
and employment of the blind. 

Another clause in the resolution 
featured the fact that great good 
could be accomplished in the preven- 
tion of blindness by intelligent collec- 
tion and dissemination of information 
bearing upon this subject. Mrs. J. I. 
Bloom, fifth district chairman of co- 
operation with Georgia Association of 
Workers for’ Blind; Mrs. Charles 
Goodman, fifth district chairman of 
public welfare: Mrs. Kate Green 
Hess, fifth district president: Mrs.

‘The third resolution, presented 
through the department of American 
homes, of which Mrs. Ira Farmer is 
chairman, with Mrs. Joe Myers, chair- 
man of home economics training, and 
Miss Epsie Campbell. rural, consoli- 
dated and vocational chairman, re- 
ceived the council’s approval through 
its adoption, the resolution asking 
that separate clubs be asked to in- 
dorse the program of work in home 
economics education under the Georgia 
state board for vocational education 
and urge individual members to make 
efforts to bring to the attention of 
members of the general assembly the 
need for securing a dollar-for-dollar 
state appropriation to match the én- 
tire .federal apprepriation (Smith- 
Hughes and George-Reed acts) in or- 
der to be able to extend the program 
to all communities desiring and need- 
ing this type of education, and espe- 
cially to those that are financially 
unable to secure federal aid because of 
their inability to match this fund with 
local money.

London, May 9.—@)—Criticism of 
the way ships are waded at Hoboken, 
N. J., was voiced by Stephen Chester 
Southam, former first otficer ox the 
ee Vauban, sister ship of the 
ill-fated Vestris, at today’s resumption 
of testimony at the board of trade 
inquiry into the Vestris disaster. 

Southam. who was called to the: 
stand by E. A. Digby, representing 
the officers of the Vestris, said he 
had held a master’s certificate since 
July, 1924. - He had been in Lamport 
& Holt service since August, 1919, 
anc Was experienced in the manner in 
which ships were loaded at Hoboken. 

Asked if the loading was done sat- 
isfactorily from a_ sailor's point of 
view as regards weight. Southm said: 

“I don’t think so. I consider that 
cargo is put in the shin in a care- 
less, haphazard sort of manner and 
there seems to be no consideration 
at all as to the way they put weights 
in a ship. They are liable to put 
heavy weights on top and lighter 
weights down below just as it strikes 
them at the time t cargo comes 
along.”’ 

He added that they were loading 
the Vestris quite up to the last minute.

New York, May 9%.—(#?)}—The 
credit impasse under which the stock 
exchange has been laboring all this 
week broke today, with call money 
dropping from 14 per cent to 10, but 
nervousness over the federal reserve 
directors’ meeting after the close pre- 
vented any substantial recovery, and 
most important issues were to 3 
points lower at the close. 

The reserve directors made no 
change in the rediscount rate of 5 per 
cent as had been foreshadowed by 
the failure of the Bank of England 
or the Boston bank to make any up- 
ward revisions of their rates, but the 
recent remarks of Governor Young, of 
the reserve board, to the effect that 
rediscount rates could not indefinite- 
ly be kept below open market rates 
had left Wall Street with another 
Thursday case of nerves. 

The federal reserve brokers’ loan 
figures disclosed an increase of but 
$19,000,000, which was much less 
than had been expected. New York 
banks withdrew $115,000,000 from 
the market, presumably to meet 
month-end requirements, and, in ad- 
dition, were forced to increase their 
borrowings at the reserve by $32,000,- 
000. Their withdrawals were more 
than made up by inereases in the 
accounts of out-of-town banks and 
“others,” the latter showing a gain of 
$77.000.000. 

Despite the drop in call money to- 
day, the credit outlook remained cloud- 
ed. Bankers pointed out that require- 
of about $800,000.000 for fi- 
nancing of several new and additional 
stock and bond issues already gn- 
nounced will be required in the next 
two months or so, as well as adidi- 
tional funds for other large new fi- 
nancing projects under contemplation. 
The federal reserve bank reported an- 
other large inflow of gold during the 
week, amounting to more than $24,- 
000,000, largely coming either direct- 
lv, or, apparently, indirectly from 
Germany. It is expected, however, 
that the higher discount rate of the 
reichshbank will prevent any further 
flow in this direction. 


The extraordinary stringency in eal] 
money this week found little explana- 
tion save the extreme seusitiveness of 
the money market since the reserve 
started its curtailment policy, and the 
delayed return of funds to this cen- 
ter after the month-end payments. The 
recent break in wheat prices may 
have caused withdrawals to strengthen 
margins of speculators, but were not 


inclined to the beHef that such with- |

drawals were large. 

The day’s news was rather 
settling. particularly another break 
in wheat prices, and the declaration 
of Winston Churchill that the Young 
reparations plan was “unacceptable.” 
A few more favorable earnings’ state- 
ments drifted in, and General Motors 
declared the expected extra dividend 
of 30 cents, announced after the close. 
U. S. Realty increased its annual 
dividend rate from $4 to $5. 

A few stocks broke sharply after 
the 14 per cent renewal rate was 
posted, General Electric losing about 
nine points: Columbia Carbon, 12, 
and Radio, 4, but the major part of 
these losses were regained in the late 
trading. 

Some of the oil stocks improved on 
reports of better prices and higher 
consumption of gasoline and a rumor 
that Venezuelan producers would cur- 
tail production to the 1928 output.

WHEAT GROP GAIN 
SHOWN IN REPORT 


Washington, May 9.—()—The de 
partment of agriculture reported to- 
day that a winter wheat crop of 595,- 
335,000 bushels was indicated by the 
May 1 condition of 83.6 per cent of 
normal. 

Lest year’s production of winter 
wheat was 578,964,000 bushels and 
the five-vear average production was 
549,257,000 bushels. 

The production of rye indicated by 
May 1 condition was reported at 44.- 
366,000 bushels. against 41,766,000 
bushels produced last year. ‘The five- 
vear average of rye production was 
54,793,000 bushels. The condition of 
rye was estimated at 87.6 per cent of 
' normal compared with 735.6 per cent 
a year ago. Yield per acre indicated 
was 13.8 bushels. 

Acreage of rye for grain has been 
decreasing steadily. the department 
said, since 1922 and the present acre- 
age of 3,225,000 acres is 6.3 per cent 
below the acreage harvested last year 
and is below the acreage harvested 
in any year since 1914. 

The acreage of winter wheat aban- 
doned was estimated at 6.4 per cent 
of the 43,225,000 acres sown last 
fall. This abandonment is less than 
half the average abandonment to May 
1 during the last five years, the de- 
partment said, but some further loss 
of acreage may occur in the Pacific 
coast states and in parts of the south- 
west where rain is needed, 

The acreage of winter wheat re- 
maining for harvest on May 1 was 
estimated at 40,467,000 acres com- 
pared with 36.179.000 acres harvested 
last year. The present acreage, the 
department said, is above the acreage 
harvested in any vear since 1922.
